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BEHIND THE KITCHEN DOOR 
By C.E.Henley 

To about. twenty-three or four hundred 
of us who eat at the Department cafeter- 
ia each day it is just a place where we 
Stand in line, select an inexpensive 
meal, eat it .and go on about our busi- 
ness. 

However, there are about eighty peo- 
ple to whom the cafeteria is a place of 
business that must be operated effici- 
ently each day in order that the Depart- 
ment employees may have good food - well 
cooked - at an inexpensive price. ~ 

‘Mrs. Marion H. Jones was placed in 
charge of the cafeteria when it opened 
a year and nine months ago, and she has 
seen it grow far beyond its original 
capacity. Additional rooms are now being 
constructed to handle the increasing 
business. Altogether, including the 
rooms reserved for service, the cafeter- 
ia will be able to accommodate about 29 
hundred people every day. There will be 
three rooms where small groups may have 
private service, a dining room for the 
Secretary and an enlarged main room to 
replace the temporary one that has been 
in operation for the past year. 

In addition to these larger facili- 
ties, Mrs. Jones recently opened the 
"Pantry Shelf", a small sandwich shop in 
the basement. of the fifth wing that pro- 
vides all-day service for candy, soft 
drinks, sandwiches, salads and desserts. 

A great amount of work must be done 
each day to keep the cafeteria and, kit- 
¢hens in spotless running order. Forty 
people work full time in the kitchens, 
preparing the foods and then cleaning 
the equipment, and forty more come in 
for the serving hours. Each menu must 
be prepared in advance, and the neces- 
sary meats and vegetables ordered fresh 
for the day. Guite often spinach is on

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DR. HaNRY G. KNIGHT

Henry Granger Knight has had a full 
life - he has known the troubles of mak= 
ing both ends meet, and he knows that 
hard work, 2 Peetie fun and a lot of 
common sense will get a man somewhereée 
Dr. Knight has. been chief of the Bureau 
of Chemistry and Soils since its organ- 
ization, and under his 
direction it has more 
than doubled its orig- 
inal ficld of work. 

Dr. Knight was born 
On a farm near Benning- 
ton, Ottowa Co.,Kansas, 
July 21, 1878, staying 
there until he was nine 
peers Old. At ten he 
began his business car- 
eer as man-of-all-work 
at a clothing store in 
Port Townsend, Wash., 
and went to school on 
mne side. In.1898 he 
entered the Washington 
state University, mect- 
his expenses by running 
@ newspaper dclivery ser—- 
vice. Being somewhat broke did not pre- 
vent his bcing an excellent chemistry 
student and. a popular campus man. 

He became « member of the Phi Gamma 
Delta fraternity and was the leader of 
his junior prom. Im 1902 ho recvived 
his Bachelor of Science degree and two 
years later was awarded his master! s de= 
@rec in chemistrye 

After avygecar as assistant professor 
of chemistry. at the U. of Wash. he was 
called to the U. of Wyoming to serve as 
professor of chemistry and as the state 
Chemist. During the next six years his 
work attracted wide attention, and two 
important changes came in his life — he 
was marricd {1905), and he leerncd to 
drive a Ford. He became successively: 
bairector of the state cericultural .ox- 
poriment station (1910), and dean of the 
College of Agriculture. (1911).
